Rescuers Struggle Up Rugged 


Mountain For Crash Victims 


l’h<M*ni\, .Aril., Jan. J .Ti— Airmen 
and cowboys struggled up the icy 
lace of a rugged cen tral Arizona 
m ountain today to reach the bodies 
of 28 m ilitary personnel killed in 
the crash of an air force C-47 trails- , 
port plane. 
M ounted on horses, the advance 
party of an evacuation team fo l­ 
lowed a faint ca ttle trap leading 
to the place w here the big plane 
slam m ed in to Armer m ountain. 65 
m iles 
northeast 
o f 
Phoenix, and 
burned. 
G uiding 
th e group w as Arnold 
Johnson, .'>0-year-old cattle ranch 
forem an, w ho 
yesterday 
w ent 
to 
the crash scen e and found all of the 
plane passengers, Including 19 W est 
Point cadet.*, dead. 
Eight air force officers and men 
set up a baa© cam p about four m iles 
from the w reckage last night. A 35- 
m an evacuation team left W illiam s 
Air Force B ase for Armer m ountain 
this m orning. 
W hen the m en set out 
.shortly 
after daybreak, 
they 
figured 
the 
teinjjerature at tile top o f 7.000- 
foot Armer m ountain w as five d e­ 
grees 
below zero. 
The 
plane h it 
about 150 feet below the crest and. 


at th e foot of a rocky bluff 
Joh n son reported three to four 
inch es o f snow covered the ground 
around th e scattered wreckage and 
bodies. 
’’It’s m ighty tough country," said 
Johnson, who has spent 
m ost of 
his life in that area 
"The hordes 
will have to be led over som e part* 
o f the trail ” 
W reckage ol the plane that van­ 
ished in a storm Sunday was sig h t­

M. LITVINOFF, 
FRIEND OF WEST, 
DIES IN RUSSIA 


London, Jan. 2 (/Pi-—'The Russian 
foreign ministry announced today 
the death of Maxim Maximovich 
Lltvlnoff, former foreign commissar 
whose policy was “peace is indivisi­ 
ble." He was 75. 
The plump, fatherly-looking diplo­ 
mat won U. S and western recogni­ 
tion 
for 
Bolshevist 
Russia 
and 
fought without success for collective 
force to prevent World War II He 
was a wartime ambassador to Wash­ 
ington. 
LttvinofT was foreign commissar 
from 1930 to 1939 and had been act­ 
ing head of the foreign ministry for 
two years before he took over the 
key post. He negotiated U. S. recog­ 
nition of Russia with 
President 
Franklin D. Roosevelt in 1933, and 
said he believed it might guarantee 
peace. 
But his fortunes rose and fell with 
the Kremlin's feelings about the 
western democracies, and he was 
completely eclipsed after he was 
fired in the reduced rank of deputy j 
foreign minister on August 23. 1946 
His fall from office foreshadowed f 
the cold war, for of all Soviet offi- 1 
cials he was regarded as the one who 
truly wanted to get along with the 
west. 
Announcement W ithheld 
News of his death was withheld 
for two days—for no stated reason. 
The Tass agency account said 
only: “The newspapers carry a re- j 
port from the UH S R ministry of; 
foreign affairs announcing the death * 
of Maxim Litvinoff, former peoples j 
commissar of foreign affairs of the 
U.S.S.R,, who died December 31, 
1951. after a prolonged illness." 
The nature of his illness was not 
described 
Litvinoff long suffered 
from a weak heart condition and an 
ailing stomach. 
Neither was there any praise in 
the announcement for an old time 
Bolshevik revolutionary and exile 
who spent almost his whole life 
working for establishment and rec­ 
ognition of thp Soviet Union. 
Litvinoff won fame at world coun- j 
rib in the 1920s and 1930s. He often

1,300 ARE KILLED 
OVER 2 HOLIDAYS 
ACROSS NATION 


(H » T he 4«>«M-tatr<l I’rtu i* 
More than 1.350 persons lost their 
live in the United States in violent 
accidents during the New Year’s 
and Christmas holidays. The New 
Year’s holiday death toll, was 569. 
compared to the record 789 total for 
the four-clay Christmas holiday. 
Traffic accidents during the two 
big holiday week-ends caused about 
900 deaths, including 364 over the 
New Year's holiday. Tile National 
Safety Council had estimated 350 
persona would be killed in motor 
mishaps diving the four-day holi­ 
day. 
Nearly 290 persons perished in 
fires, including 68 from 6 pm . Fri­ 
day to last midnight (local time). 
The week-end survey also showed 
137 persons killed in mi.y.’ellaneous 
mishaps as compared to 143 over 
the Christmas holiday.

Tile charge is a standard 
one. based oil the deaths of aban­ 
doned children, many of whom were 
dead on arrival at the orphanages. 
Sister Mary Rudolf said many Chi­ 
nese turned in horror from Hie spec­ 
tacle of their beating, despite prod­ 
ding by Communists. 
She said a boy and girl tried once 
to shield the nuns from spittle and 
blows by interposing their bodies, 
but were thrown to the ground, beat­ 
en and spit upon. 
Sister Mary Rudolf said Hie nuns 
feared all the time they would be 
burned. They recalled, she said, that 
the Reds burned 
three Catholic 
priests in the diocese of Kirin four 
years ago.
